A Noisy Bantam Rooster 


Found guilty of unsavoury night noises 
(perhaps it snores) and shrilly greeting 
the dawn, a local bantam rooster cost its 


owner $66.10 in Will 
terday. A lot of doll 


lt is not the proverbial golden egg but a shrill 
crow that has made this rooster a valuable bird. 


But ironically, although the 
owner has to pay hard cash 
for the rooster’s crow, he has 
been ordered to quieten the 
costly voice, 

Unfortunately this bantam 
extrovert’s voice was not ap- 
preciated by neighbouring Mr 
Eric William  Ejishold, of 
Queen Street, Altona, who in- 
stituted a damages \ com- 
plaint against the bird's 
owner, Mr Eric George Mar- 
ion, of Queen Street. The 
two }men live in ‘adjoining 
properties. 


Mr Eishold considered the 
bird had caused him suffering 
through loss of sleep to the 
tune of $398 and asked the

Mr Ejshold said he asked. 
the owner to quieten the 
rooster but Mr Marion had 
replied that he did not care 
if the noise worried thim. 

My Ejishold admitted com- 
plaining two years previously 
to Mr Marion about roosters 
and contacting’ the RSPCA 
about an alsation, but he 
could not recall arranging a 
solicitor’s letter.being sent to 
Mr Marion complaining. about 
magpies. 

He did not agree with Mr 
Dickson’s assertion that with 
three alternating shifts he 
did not get enough sleep 
some weeks. He said, if un- 
disturbed, he could get 
enough. Only for the offend. 
ing rooster. he would get 
ample sleep. ‘a 

He made inquiries at the 
Civic Offices where he learnt 
Mr Marion’s fow] houses met 


council’s specifications and 
he was allowed to keep ban- 
tams. 


Mrs Eishold said she heard 
the rooster crowing on many 
occasions at least a couple of 
times each week. 

My Marion, an invalid pen- 
sioner, denied his small roo. 
ster caused a nuisance or un- 
necessary noise for any great 
length of time. Because of 
his financial situation he 


Although his bed is only 
40 feet from the rooster’s pen 
he does not hear it. Mr Eis. 
hold sleeps 130 feet away. 
He said following complaints 
over the years from Mr Eis- 
hold he has disposed of three 
dogs. Another rooster, tame 
magpies and a lamb have 
brought forth other com- 
plaints, But, said Mr Marion, 
he has never received another 
complaint from any other 
neighbour, nor boarders who 
have lived in his home. 

‘Mr Marion said for the 
sake of neighbourly peace he 
had: relinquished the dogs but 
he has reached the end of his 
tether and felt it time to take 
a firm stand and would not 
dispose of the bantam rooster. 

A previous occupier of Mr 
Marion’s home, Mr Charles 
Cooper, now of Davies Street, 
had suffered the same type 
of complaints when a neigh- 
pour of Mr Eishold. Mr Eis. 
hold complained about a roo- 
ster crowing and the bark of 
a two.months-old pup. 

At the conclusion of evi. 
dence Mr J. F. Kean, SM, 
gave his finding. He said it 
had been proved to his satis- 
faction that the ‘rooster’s 
crowing .was detrimental to 
the health of Mr Eishold and 
was’ disturbing the sleep of 
both Mr and Mrs Eishold. - 

In the light of the finding 
Mr Dickson said his client, 
Mr Marion, the said bird’s 
owner, would undertake to do 
something about the bird in 
a reasonable time. 

Mr Kean made an order 
for discontinuance and ad- 
.journed the matter for 14 
days on that undertaking be- 
ing carried out. 

Mr Broben then said his 
client would not persist with 
the request for $398 damages 
but he asked for $66.10 costs. 
Mr Kean ordered Mr Marion

On Saturday an election for an Altona 
Shire Councillor will be held. Each of the 
candidates have now put before the electors 
their reasons why he or she should receive’ 
the vote.

All Shire transactions were 
changed to decimal currency 
on C-day. Since then they 
have had no trouble in bal- 
ancing,each day and from the 
point of view of taking cash 
in both currencies no difficul- 
ties have been experienced. 

, However, the efficient 
changeover did not come by 
accident. More than 12 
months ago the earliest pos- 
sible steps were taken to 
prepare for the change. 

In planning it was ensured 
that all street construction ac- 
counts had a balance in £s.d. 
curréncy which had an exact 
equivalent in the decimal 
system thus eliminating any 
adjustments at changeover. . 
The council: assisted this 
year by striking. a rate of 2s. 
—which had an exact equiva- 
lent (20c), once again no ad- 
justments were necessary. 
During the year officers to 
be involved in the change 
were given instruction, infor- 
mation and trial runs on their 
particular functions. 

Against the advice of Deci- 
mal Currency Board and 
other experts an extra change 
drawer was provided for the 
cashier. to keep both curren-
